In the last eight years, the Bea­ 
ver Local School District has bur­ 
geoned from a scattered collec­ 
tion of wooden elementary schools 
to a modern, 12-grade system with 
a new high school, a centralized 
elementary school under construc­ 
tion and plans for a half million 
dollar improvement for g r a d e 
schools. 
The steady influx of population 
and construction of new homes in 
the rural area has spurred the 
rapid growth of the school system 
which a few years ago was one 
of the largest in the state. Still a

Means To Counter 
Soviet Scientific 
Ad vances Di*cti*"ed 


WASHINGTON T - President 
Eisenhower met with congression­ 
al leaders today to discuss plans 
for solving the problems of nation­ 
al defense and foreign policy made 
critical by Russian scientific ad­ 
vances. 
The recuperating chief execu­ 
tive got a warm round of ap­ 
plause from 35 key men of both 
parties as he appeared in the Cab­ 
inet room to take the chair for the 
briefing session. 
Half an hour earlier Eisenhow­ 
er received from his physician, 
Maj. Gen. Howard M Snyder, an­ 
other report of continuing excel­ 
lent progress in his recovery from 
the mild stroke which he suffered 
a week ago Monday. 
Eisenhower was in his office 
three-quarters of an hour ahead 
of the congressional conference. 
| Press secretary James C. Hager- 
ty said he was there giving a fi­ 
nal check-over to matters to be 
brought up at the session. 
Just before the briefing itself 
got under way. Eisenhower had a 
10-minute talk with Adlai Steven­ 
son, the Democrat whom Eisen­ 
hower twice defeated for the pres­ 
idency. Eisenhower called in Ste­ 
venson as a consultant on Amer­ 
ica's program to be presented at 
the North Atlantic alliance meet­ 
ing opening in Paris Dec. 16, 
Stevenson, invited to the session 
with

was accompanied to the White

Dulles. The secretary sat in on 
the talk with Eisenhower. 
Eisenhower

The White House session today 
is one of an annual series, called 
to fill in the leaders of both par­ 
ties on the administration pro­ 
gram for the coming year in the 
foreign policy

comes only about two weeks be­ 
fore Congress goes back into busi­ 
ness. 
In advance of the meeting, Sen. 
Russell <D-Ga> and some other 
influential members of the Capitol 
delegation made it plain they will 
not be satisfied with anything less 
than drastic action to speed U. S. 
missiel and satellite development 
in the face of the Communist 
challenge. 
"There is no doubt in my mind

If one thin g about the un certain ty of w hat 
would happen if a presiden t of the United 
States w ere un able to perform the duties of 
his office can be called certain , it is the 
reluctan ce of Congress to resolv e the un cer­ 


tain ty. 
C on gressm en hav e discussed the m a tte r for 
m ore than a gen eration . It is a safe bet they 
will discuss it for an other gen eration . 
Like the farm er who did not need to fix 
the barn roof when it w as not rain in g an d 
could not fix it when it w as rain in g, this 
hole in 
con stitution al procedure seemS like­ 


ly to rem ain for a long tim e. 
N ev ertheless, P residen t E isen how er’s third 
poten tially - disablin g illness in a 
l i t t l e 
m ore than two years has rev iv ed in terest in 


the problem . 


AUTHORITIES in the field agree th a t a 
presiden t m ay assign his executiv e power for 
a fixed period to end when he an n ounces 
th ere is no need to continue it. This assum es 
th a t a presiden t in so doing would be in 
possession of his m en tal faculties. 
The problem grows com plicated in 
t h e 
case of a presiden t who w as not in posses­ 
sion of his faculties. Who then would hav e 
the authority to bestow on the v ice presiden t 
the pow er to ca rry on the duties of the presi­ 


den cy? 
C on gress now h as before it for con sidera­ 
tion these proposals for takin g the un certain ­ 
ty out of such a situation , if it w ere to 


a rise : 
, 
, * i 
1. A law which would m ake absolutely 
clear the con stitution ality of a v olun tary shift 
of presiden tial duties to the v ice presiden t, 
w ith a statutory guaran tee th at the presi­ 
den t would resum e his authority when he 
signified he w as able to do so. 
2. A con stitution al am en dm en t m akin g it 
clear th a t a presiden t could tu rn ov er his 
authority to th e v ice presiden t and get it 
back when he asked for it. 
3. A con stitution al am en dm en t allowing 
a 
presiden t to declare in w ritin g th a t he w as 
un able to discharge the duties of his office 
an d to n am e an actin g presiden t, accord­ 
in g to the line of succession . U n der 
t h i s 


am en dm en t, if a disabled presiden t did not 
declare his own in ability, a commis.sion of 
10 m em bers headed by the xnce presiden t 
could displace him . O ther m em bers would in­ 
clude the chief justice of the U n ited S tates, 
the speaker of the House of R epresen tativ es, 
the m ajority leader of the Sen ate, the secre­ 
ta ry of the treasu ry an d the attorn ey gen eral. 
4. A con stitution al am en dm en t to leav e out 
the v ice presiden t an d Suprem e Court and 
create a council of C abin et and departm en t 
heads, with a scatterin g of elected officials. 
Any two m em bers of such a council could 
petition the secretary of state for a determ i­ 
n ation of presiden tial ability to serv e, w here­ 
upon the council would conv ene and the sur­ 
geon gen eral would design ate a pan el of Hv e 
m edical doctors, to be elected from v arious 
geographic localities, to decide by m ajority 
v ote w hether the presiden t w as able to serv e. 
If not, the council would decide w hether to 
tran sfe r the presiden tial pow ers to the v ice 
presiden t, without tran sferrin g the presiden cy 


itself. 


THE FOURTH PROPOSAL rev eals w hat is 
inv olv ed in the problem . The struggle for 
pow er, which is con cen trated in th e election 
of a presiden t an d v ice presiden t ev ery four 
. years, is so in ten se th at politician s are re ­ 
luctan t to hav e an ythin g about it settled in 


adv an ce. 
They hav e been studying the problem sin ce 
the G arfield adm in istration . They ran into it 
in an acute form durin g the Wilson adm in ­ 
istration . They hav e had three scares durin g 
the E isen how er adm in istration . B ut they keep 
hoping th a t nothing will turn up to force 


them to m ake a decision. 
A rticle II of the Constitution says the pow­ 
ers an d duties of the office of the presiden t 
shall dev olv e on the v ice presiden t in the 
ev en t of the presiden t’s “ inabUity” to dis­ 
charge them . U n der this prov ision, the v ice 
presiden t would continue to serv e un til the 
“ disability” had been rem ov ed. 
The catch is “ disability,” a word th a t n ev er 
has been defined in its connection with presi­ 
den tial ability to serv e. Politician s as a whole 


w an t it to be kept v ague.

amendment, if a disabled president did not 
declare his own inability, a commission of 
IO members headed by the vice president 
could displace him. Other members would in­ 
clude the chief justice of the United States, 
the speaker of the House of Representatives, 
the majority leader of the Senate, the secre­ 
tary of the treasury and the attorney general. 
4 A constitutional amendment to leave out 
the vice president and Supreme Court and 
create a council of Cabinet and department 
heads, with a scattering of elected officials. 
Any two members of such a council could 
petition the secretary of state for a determi­ 
nation of presidential ability to serve, where­ 
upon the council would convene and the sur­ 
geon general would designate a panel of five 
medical doctors, to be elected from various 
geographic localities, to decide by majority 
vote whether the president was able to serve. 
If not, the council would decide whether to 
transfer the presidential powers to the vice 
president, without transferring the presidency 
itself. 


If one thing about the uncertainty of what 
would happen if a president of the United 
States were unable to perform the duties of 
his office can be called certain, it is the 
reluctance of Congress to resolve the uncer­ 
tainty. 
Congressmen have discussed the matter for 
more than a generation. It is a safe bet they 
will discuss it for another generation. 
Like the farmer who did not need to fix 
the barn roof when it was not raining and 
could not fix it when it was raining, this 
hole in constitutional procedure seemh like­ 
ly to remain for a long time. 
Nevertheless, President Eisenhower’s third 
potentially - disabling illness in a l i t t l e 
more than two years has revived interest in 
the problem. 


AUTHORITIES in the field agree that a 
president may assign his executive power for 
a fixed period to end when he announces 
there is no need to continue it. This assumes 
that a president in so doing would be in 
possession of his mental faculties. 
The problem grows complicated in 
t h e 
case of a president who was not in posses­ 
sion of his faculties. Who then would have 
the authority to bestow on the vice president 
the power to carry’ on the duties of the presi­ 
dency? 
Congress now has before it for considera­ 
tion these proposals for taking the uncertain­ 
ty out of such a situation, if it were to 
arise: 
1. A law which would make absolutely 
clear Hie constitutionality of a voluntary shift 
of presidential duties to the vice president, 
with a statutory guarantee that the presi­ 
dent would resume his authority when he 
signified he was able to do so. 
2. A constitutional amendment making it 
clear that a president could turn over his 
authority to the vice president and get it 
back when he asked for it. 
3. A constitutional amendment allowing a 
president to declare in writing that he was 
unable to discharge the duties of his office 
and to name an acting president, accord­ 
ing to the line of succession. Under t h i s 


THE FOURTH PROPOSAL reveals what is 
involved in the problem. The struggle for 
pow'er, which is concentrated in the election 
of a president and vice president every four 
years, is so intense that politicians are re­ 
luctant to have anything about it settled in 
advance. 
They have been studying the problem since 
the Garfield administration. They ran into it 
in an acute form during the Wilson admin­ 
istration. They have had three scares during 
the Eisenhower administration. But they keep 
hoping that nothing will turn up to force 
them to make a decision. 
Article II of the Constitution says the pow­ 
ers and duties of the office of the president 
shall devolve on the vice president in the 
event of the president’s “ inability” to dis­ 
charge them. Under this provision, the vice 
president would continue to serve until the 
“ disability” had been removed. 
The catch is "disability,” a word that never 
has been defined in its connection with presi­ 
dential ability to serve. Politicians as a whole 
want it to be kept vague.

David Lawrence when there is 
introduced on the scene a spec­

weapon

force, such as the intercontinental 
missile, there is a tendency to fail 
to see the forest for the trees. 
Peoples—not weapons—are t h e 
key to peace. 


THE CHALLENGING fact was 
borne in on the writer over the 
weekend as he conversed with a 
taxi driver in New York City who 
spoke with an accent that was 
evidently European. 
“ What country did you c o m e 
from ?” I asked. 
“ The Ukraine,” he answered. “ I 
left there when I was 18. I was a 
soldier in the czar’s army when 
the revolution happened in 1917.” 
“ Did you and your people expect 
the revolution?” 
“ No, we were positive it couldn’t 
happen. We hoped for it but we 
were convinced the czar was the 
strongest man in the world and 
that his army would crush any 
revolution quickly.” 
“ But were the people dissatis­ 
fied and had they been talking 
revolution?” 
“ Oh, yes,” he said. “ They were 
bitter. They didn’t like the war. 
The separation of families and the 
causalties w e r e terrible. The 
people were hungry and t h e y 
thought a revolution would give 
them all the land the czar had. 
They were uncivilized—I mean un­ 
educated.” 
“ What do you think are the 
chances e( a revolution now?” 
“ Much better. The people are 
educated now. They have heard 
what freedom is like—they can’t 
help learning about it somehow as 
they get more education.” 
“ What would bring about revo­ 
lution?” 
“ If they became afraid of an­ 
other war—they just won’t stand 
for war.” 


THE FOREGOING is typical of 
what 
many prominent 
refugees 
have been telling this writer. It is 
a reflection of the feeling of people 
in a n y country as they face a 
tyrannical government. They will 
endure hardships. They will refrain 
from overt acts as long as they 
can. But once the threat of destruc­ 
tion appears, revolution becomes 
preferable. 
Desperate 
measures 
then are inevitable as the army 
itself joins the people in revolt. 
This psychological behavior is 
well established by historical ex­ 
perience. But. strangely enough, 
those who direct or control our 
propaganda d- not take advantage 
of it. Maybe it is because they 
don’t get enough cooperation from 
the spokesmen for American pol­ 
icy. 
Certainly 
America 
pulled 
a 
“ boner” on the “ Sputnik” episode 
—but not the kind generally sup­ 
posed. The error wasn’t just the 
fact that Russia launched the satel­ 
lite first or that the United States 
was allegedly caught napping. The 
“ boner” was in America’s failure 
to take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity to tell the people of Soviet 
Russia 
what 
new 
dangers 
thei 
“ Sputnik” really created for them. 
It is a safe bet that if the 
United States had shot the first 
“ Sputnik” into outer space, the 
M o s c o w 
propaganda 
machine 
would have worked around the 
clock for days and davs broad­ 
casting to t h e Soviet people the 
accusation that a “ war-mongering 
nation” had begun a new era of 
intimidation.

BELATEDLY the Moscow broad­ 
casts have begun to criticize sev­ 
erely the U.S. Senate investigating 
committee for its effort to ac­ 
celerate the production of missiles 
as a countermove. Tills is clear 
recognition of a basic truth—that, 
as more and more deadly weapons 
are produced, the fears of the 
people in Russia will grow and 
top rulers there must find the only 
justification for war in the doctrine 
of self-defense. America must re­ 
peat constantly that it will never 
attack first. The Soviet people who 
know the arbitrariness of t h e i r 
rulers must be reminded that the 
real danger is that their own lead­ 
ers will miscalculate and plunge 
the world into war. 
Freedom for the individual and 
protection for human life—surviv­ 
al—are deeper reasons for unrest 
and potential revolution inside Rus­ 
sia today than any which prompted 
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Another football season has left 
its cleat marks on the sensitive 
hides of millions of American men 
and boys who hate to be told they 
are midgets because they do not 
weigh more than 200 pounds. 
Coming up is a new basketball 
season, with its reminder that male 
persons who do not loom higher 
on the horizon than 6 feet plus 
are dwarfs. 
Normal men and boys do not 
think of themselves as being vic­ 
tims of stunted growth and phys­ 
ical underprivilege, but they are 
maligned by sports writers wTho 
lose 
t h e i r perspective among 
behemoths and beanpoles. 
These scrheners, grubbing away 
with their pencils and typewriters 
in an environment of supercolos- 
sal physical specimens, drift into 
the habit of thinking that normal 
people are abnormally small, when 
the truth is that the athletes they 
WTite about are abnormally large. 
The giants should be referred to 
as abnormal, never as normal. No 
sports writer ever should call a 
190-pound football player small, 
or under-6-foot basketball player a 
pygmy. The emphasis should be 
kept where it belongs, from the 
standpoint of normalcy—on t h e 
“ gigantism” 
that 
has 
been 
in­ 
truded into U.S. sports. 
“ Gigantism” is a medical term 
for abnormal size and height and 
is properly applied to a sports situ­ 
ation which makes it almost im­ 
possible for normal players 
to 
compete successfully. 
A solution to the problem this 
has created is at hand, though not 
popular. It is to divide sports into 


normal and abnormal divisions— 
the first for men and boys who 
have had no severe glandular dis­ 
turbances, the second for the un­ 
fortunates doomed to spend their 
lives breaking down furniture, buy­ 
ing special clothing and sleeping 
with their feet hanging over the 
end of the bed. 
But even here, nonsense has left 
its mark, because normal players 
are referred to as “ lightweights” 
and “ juniors," as if they were the 
exception instead of the rule. 
Perhaps a day is coming when 
gigantism, itself, will be normal. 
But it is not here yet, and sports 
writers who try to rush it with 
pitying references to “ little men” 
who try to compete with out-size 
specimens are forgetting that 999 
of every 1,000 readers are “ little 
men.” 
Ideally, a basketball team would 
be handicapped two baskets for 
every player who exceeded 6 feet; 
a football team one point for every 
player over 200 pounds. This would 
put 
a 
penalty 
instead 
of 
a 
premium on the gigantism that is 
being employed ruthlessly—a n d 
thoughtlessly—by coaches. 
Ultimately, the coaches become 
the victims of their own bad prac­ 
tice, because they have hitched 
their winning wagons to abnorm­ 
ality in a world that revolves about 
the normal. 
Among us 
pygmies, 
including 
those of us who are lighter and 
shorter than normal, 
gigantism 
has become a fighting issue. It 
never was the idea that sports 
should he turned into a monopoly 
for behemoths and beanpoles.

Illness Raises Question Of Ike’s Present Role 


WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower hasn’t had 
time since his m id stroke to do 
what he did after bis heart and 
intestinal attacks Tell the country 
how he feels about continuing in 
office. 
Judging from the way he's been 
acting, he ll do what he did be­ 
fore: 
Say he has “ no doubts' 
about his ability to carry out his 
job fully until 
second term ex­ 
pires in 1961. That s w hat he said 
after his previous illness 
Eisenhower—as if to shew his 
stroke was a m n t episode and 
that Vice 
President 
Nixon 
was 
right 
in 
describing him 
as 
a 
“ caged lion” in his desire to get 
back to work — went to church, 
held a Cabinet meeting, hit golf 
balls. 
This may quiet some of the 
speculation on whether he should 
retire or continue in office 
But 
the speculation exists, neverthe­ 
less. just as it did after his other 
Illnesses. It may be even stronger 
now. 
There is a limit on how many 
serious illnesses a President can 
suffer—w:th their ensuing periods 
of reduced activity—without caus­ 
ing serious concern about the na­ 
tional welfare and his ability to 
do what his job requires. 
At the core of any such specu­ 
lation is this question: Can he 
give to the presidency all the 
time, energy and thought needed 
for it!1 Or does he retire more 
and more into the background, 
letting others do more of a job a 
fully vigorous President would be 
doing? 


At a time when Eisenhower’s 
doctors say his activity must be 
‘ substantially” reduced for some 
weeks, the President faces prob­ 
lems and decisions far mort seri­ 
ous than these which confronted 
the nation when he was ill twice 
before. 
Besides getting the budget and 
his 
legislative 
recommendations 
ready fir a Congress which re­ 
turns 
in 
January. 
Eisenhower 
must assert leadership in rebuild­ 
ing American alliances and meet­ 
ing the Russian missile challenge. 
No matter whether he is right 
or wrong about his own appraisal 
of his ability to carry out 
his 
job. Eisenhower at least has no 
illuMons about the magnitude of 
what s required of him. 
W hen he told the nation Feb 29. 
1956—which was after his heart 
attack—that he would run again 
and he could sen e another four 
years, he outlined his job. “ No 
daily 
schedule 
of 
appointments 
can give a full time-table—or even 
a faint indication—of tho Presi­ 
dent's responsibilities. 
Last week Nixon indicated that 
various groups of key mea in the 
administration would be making 
many decisions for some time, 
carrying to Eisenhower only the 
“basic" problems for his decision. 
And

indicated 
Eisenhower’s “ official family, his 
advisers” would decide what de­ 
cisions were dumped in the Presi­ 
dent’s lap for his final say.
